No Plan to 
Speed Civil 
Rights Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate climbs back today on 
what Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield describes 
as 


"the 
same treadmill" of the 


slow-moving civil rights dispute. 


Mansfield added that he has 


no plans to speed things up, "on 
the basis of the way we're 
going." 


After two days of trying, the 


Senate mustered enough mem- 
bers Thursday — 51 senators — 
for Sen. Strom Thurmond, R- 
S.C., 
to begin a filibuster as- 


sault on the measure. 


But by the time Thurmond 


started the debate on the motion 
to take up the bill, only a few of 
the senators remained on the 
floor. Some, reportedly, were 
leaving town for the weekend. 


After Thurmond thumped at 


the bill for 69 minutes, a quo-

call was sounded, then 


called off and the Senate re- 
cessed until today. 


Mansfield acknowledged that 


corralling 
another 
quorum 


might be troublesome — "Fri- 
day's a bad day. I hope we'll 
have no trouble. We're out of 
business if we don't get it (a 
quorum.)" 


But he added that the cam-

might be as great, if not great- 
er, with primaries scheduled in 
11 states on Tuesday. 


The Senate leader has attrib- 


uted much of the absenteeism 
to members campaigning for 
the fall congressional elections.

Q—Is It true that one who 


has to wear thick glasses is 
so nearsighted that' ho can't 
read a street sign? Will lie 
eventually go blind? 


A—Persons who have the 


progressive type of ncarsight- 
edncss often have to wear 
very thick glasses and have 
very poor vision. They would 
have great difficulty reading 
street signs even with their 
glasses. When their vision be- 
comes so poor they cannot 
read the big E on the eye 
chart, they are classified as 
blind even though they can 
s t i l l differentiate 
between 


darkness and light. When this 
condition is delected early in 
its course, its progress can be 
halted by an o p e r a t i c n in 
which the further elongation 
of the eyeballs (the underly- 
ing cause of nearsightedncss) 
is prevented. In this opera- 
tion the outer capsule of the 
eyeball is reinforced with a 
tissue transplant. 


Q—Sometimes my wife sees 


double. She has a lump on the 
back of her neck near her 
spine. 
Could 
this be 
the 


cause? 


A—Double vision is usually 


due to paralysis of one of the 
muscles that move the eye- 
ball. A tumor pressing on one 
of the n e r v e s that control 
these muscles would be one 
cause of such a paralysis but 
a tumor on the back of the 
neck would not do it. 


Q—Several 
years 
ago 1 


looked at an eclipse of the 
sun. I guess the dark glasses 


I used were not dark enough 
because the vision in one eye 
is b l u r r e d . Is there any 
remedy for this? 


A—No one should look at 


the sun even in an eclipse. 
There is no kind of smoked 
glasses that would make it 
safe to do this for more than 
a s e c o n d . Your eye doctor 
should 
determine whether 


your blurred vision is a result, 
of a solar burn, for which 
there is no treatment, or some 
other, p o s s i b I y remediable, 
cause. 


Q—My niece has blurred 


vision which an oculist says is 
due to malfunction of the pi- 
tuitary. What can be done for 
this? 


A—A tumor of the pituitary 


may press on the optic nerve 
and cause partial or complete 
blindness. The treatment is 
surgical or X-ray removal of 
the pituitary. I know of no 
other way in which a pituitary 
disease can affect the vision. 


Q—After a series of tests 


my doctor says I have chronic 
urticaria and 
angioneurotic 


edema. What is this and what 
kind of specialist would be 
the best one to treat it? 


A—Urticaria is hives and 


angioneurotic edema is giant 
hives. You should see an al- 
lergist.
